Inflationary steps was naturally ad- 
verse In the market for highest grade 
bonds, Including that of United Stated 
governments, bankers said the gov- 
ernment had clearly indicated that it 
could control Its expenditures, 
qnd 


that the market for Its bonds could 
Quickly be restored through Federal 
Reserve open market, purchases, which 
at the same time would inccrase the 
excess reserves of the njember 'banks, 
and make them nnxiotis to loan money 
to industry, stimulated by the rising 
staple prices.

"There :are several billions of re- 


stricted bank deposits," said one fi- 
nancial leader, "which represent mon- 
ey tied up because of frozen assets.

loans of the' emergency currency. 


"This would result In a freeing of 


deposits and a large cash item on hand 
at the banks. With large liquid re- 
sources, the banks will be willing to 
lend rrtore freely, which in turn will 
create ;new deposits." 


People will want to borrow for com- 


mercial purposes when they see prices 
rising, this banker explained, and the 
government's meatures will make the 
banks anxious to lend. Inasmuch as 
some 90 per cent of the nation's busi- 
ness is done with bank credit rather 
.than currency, and bank credit cre- 
ates bunk deposits, it was felt that 
normal financing of a normal flow of 
commerce was started on the way. 


A Trading Point 


Leaving the dollar unsupported in 


the foreign markets, another banking 
authority said, undoubtedly would 
prove u valuable trading point for 
America in the forthcoming economic 
discussions with foreign statesmen. 


A lower level for the dollar, it was 


explained, naturally gives an increased 
purchasing power to foreigners to buy 
Amerisan goods. This is an advantage 
which England has enjoyed since the 
pound was unhitched from gold, and

icked and brought it once as low as '23 
francs, 25 centimes but it closed at 
24.GO. After the closing the bottom 
dropped out. 


Although the full import of Wash- 


ington's action did not dawn here 
until the business day was about done, 
fears are already advanced as to the 
fate of the franc if the dollar does go, 
as some predict, to 15 francs.

Inflationary steps was naturally ad- 
verse In the market for highest grade 
bonds, Including that of United Stated 
governments, bankers said the gov- 
ernment had clearly indicated that it 
could control Its expenditures, 
qnd 


that the market for Its bonds could

Reserve open market, purchases, which 
at the same time would inccrase the 
excess reserves of the njember 'banks, 
and make them nnxiotis to loan money 
to industry, stimulated by the rising 
staple prices.

loans of the' emergency currency. 


"This would result In a freeing of 


deposits and a large cash item on hand 
at the banks. With large liquid re- 
sources, the banks will be willing to 
lend rrtore freely, which in turn will 
create ;new deposits." 


People will want to borrow for com- 


mercial purposes when they see prices 
rising, this banker explained, and the 
government's meatures will make the 
banks anxious to lend. Inasmuch as 
some 90 per cent of the nation's busi- 
ness is done with bank credit rather 
.than currency, and bank credit cre- 
ates bunk deposits, it was felt that 
normal financing of a normal flow of 
commerce was started on the way. 


A Trading Point 


Leaving the dollar unsupported in 


the foreign markets, another banking 
authority said, undoubtedly would 
prove u valuable trading point for 
America in the forthcoming economic 
discussions with foreign statesmen. 


A lower level for the dollar, it was 


explained, naturally gives an increased 
purchasing power to foreigners to buy 
Amerisan goods. This is an advantage 
which England has enjoyed since the 
pound was unhitched from gold, and 
some international banking quarters

France May .Go Off Gold 


PARIS France—Only after the ex- 


change closed here Wednesday night 
did the full gale of inflationist rumors 
hit town and before its force, the dol- 
lar sank to 23 francs or 92 cents. 


Earlier in the day speculators frol- 


icked and brought it once as low as '23 
francs, 25 centimes but it closed at 
24.GO. After the closing the bottom 
dropped out. 


Although the full import of Wash- 


ington's action did not dawn here 
until the business day was about done, 
fears are already advanced as to the 
fate of the franc if the dollar does go, 
as some predict, to 15 francs. With the 
franc high against the poiuid. French 
industry is already hard put to com- 
pete with the British and no illusion 
is held out as to the advisability of 
slaying on gold if the dollar goes much 
further.

you. I think you'd be wiser to limit 
your first large bond issue to half a 
billion." 
So half a billion it was, and suc- 


cessfully sold in America through a 
Morgan syndicate o£ 22000 banks. The 
House of Morgan became fiscal agent 
for the British government, and Ed- 
ward Stettinius (later to become a 
partner) became purchasing agent for 
all the Allies. Firms associated with 
the House naturally got their share of 
the fat contracts. 


When the United States entered the 


war, the government's titanic financial 
operations temporarily eclipsed the 
House of Morgan and all other pri- 
vately-run banks. In 1914, Morgan 
and his partnes resigned 30 director- 
ships, citing the burden of attending 
meetings and public clamor against 
them. 
The war over, and the United States 


established as the money-lender of 
the world, The House of Morgan again 
emerged. Between 1919 and 1926, it 
handled bond issues in the United 
States for Belgium, France, England, 
Italy, Switzerland, Norway, Austria, 
Germany, Japan, Australia, Chile and 
Cuba totaling a billion and a half.

Wlx>n the German reparations fell 


through, it was a 
Morgan

(Morgan himself, Owen D. Young, T. 
W. Lament and T. N. Perkins) which 
made the readjustment and establish, 
ed the Bank for International Settle- 
ments. 
Under Morgan leadership the in- 


fluence of exported American capital 
extended further over the Carribean, 
Central America and the Far East. 
Through Kennecott Coper, its influ- 
ence was felt in the mines of Peru 
and Chile. Into Mexico it went with 
Continental Oil's concessions. 


Other huge promotions were in the 


offing. In 1920, the W. C. Durant in- 
terest in General Motors went to 
Morgan, and Morgan partners went, 
on the G. M. board. 
The Morgan organization of 'Radio 


Corporation, only recently 
divorced 


from General Electric and Westing- 
house by court order, gave it a hold 
on the communications field, for G. E. 
controls Canadian, German and other 
European affiliates. 


Into the newer utilities field plung- 


ed the House, with organization of 
United Corporation, 
giant 
holding 


company. 
Through 
this 
company, 


Morgan is interlocked with Electric 
Bond and Share, that utility giant 
which virtually controls electric pow- 
er in 12 foreign countries, with in- 
terests in five more. Commonwealth- 
SoHthern and Niagara-Hudson power, 
dominant in south and northeast, have 
Morgan connection^ 


Other diverse interests felt the Mor- 


gan touch. Montgomery-Ward (mail 
orderh) was reorganized in 1921, and 
Johns-Manville (asbestos) in 1927.28. 
In 1929 the House entered the food 
field and organization of Standard 
Brands. In each case Morgan repre- 
sentatives remained on the board. 


In 1930, as a banker for the Van 


Sweringens, control of Missouri-Pa- 
cific was acquired through Allegheny 
Corporation, another 
huge 
holding 


company. This road, which has just 
gone into bankruptcy, borrowed $20,- 
000,000 from the R. F. C. Part of that, 
as well as part of other R. F. C. loans 
to banks, are believed to have gone 
to pay debts owed by the borrowers 
to the House of Morgan.'
